For the firſt, itis certaine, and beyond doubt, 
that the King of Spazxe,our enemy,doth not now 
enter tnto Treatic with vs concerning a Truce, 
either out of loue to peace,or loue to our perſons. 

This is manifeſt and cuident in the proceedings 
of all his warres from time to time, alſo in his 
warres continued againſt vs. It doth appeare that 
he aymes onely to ered his ſuppoſed and imagi- 
ned vniuerſall Monarchie, and abſolute Domini- 
en. Remember the warres, whereby he did help 
the Emperour, for the ſuppreſſing and ſubduing 
of thoſe that were vnited with vs in religion and 
loue,cucn while he entertained a Truce with vs, 
Confider the wars which he euen now vadergo- 
eth in 7taly againfithe French King,& other parts 
of the warld; and will treate with vs,not concer- 
ning Peace,but a Truce, He eſteemes vs his Re 
bels, he hates vs as ſuch, wherefore he would ne- 
ver acknowledge vs for free Countries,nor never . 
will as long as the World ftands. He onely dil- 
{embles, and conceales his malice for a while, a- 


oainſta better and fitter opportunity. . How hee 
C 2 hath 
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hath continued in his hatred and malice againſt 
vs, hath ſufficiently beene manifcſted fince our 
 Truce withhim hath cen expired, What moves 
him then,and induceth him to this; Nothing bur 
his loue to his one State, and preſuppoſed and 
imaginary vniucrſall Monarchy, For ſceiog that 
it is impoſſible for him to attaine to that height, 
_ .throvgh bis warres againſt vs, and that God af- 
fords vs-in our proceedings of Warre, ſufficient 
mcanes,roconfirme our State,and debilitate his; 
hee labours by his Truce to wreſfi the meancs 
opt of our hands; and ſo to fortific and confirme 
his State againſt ours, to the'end that hee may 
with more eaſe and profitable ſucceſle, to the in. 


creaſe of our loſle, recolle& himſclfe, and make 
his war the ſtronger. 


. Ifany one oppole thus, How-euer things arc, 

yet in the' time of Truce wee ſhall poſſefle and 
cnioy reſt and tranquility, without Warre and 
combuſtion , then ought this to bee conſidered 
of $ ; | 
Whether orno this can vndoubtedly bee affir- 
med. For if wee can bee aſſured of reft and 
peace, what neede ſo many Souldiers bee kept 
ig ſervice, laid in Garriſon vpon all the Fron- 
tiers * Why doe wee not ſaue theſe Charges, 
and decreaſe our coft'? Hence appeares then, 
that wee cafnot bee ſecure, and certaine of the 
kidelity pf our Enemy, or of any reſt and peace, 
Cuen in time of the Truce. 

This muſt ncedcs be ſo; for we deale with an 
Encmic, who neither ſtznds to his word nor pro- 


miſe, . 


' 
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miſe, although confirmed with his owne hand, 
ſeale, and Oath. EM 

Thoſe Maximes of your Popiſh Counſcls, 
thatno faith is to bee kept with Heretickes, is 
knowne throughout the whole World, and the 
praQtiſe of the ſame is made manifeſt inall Coun- 
tries. Theſe Netherlands have by wotu!l expe. 
rience tryed and taſted of Span infidelity : doe 
but reade thoſe paſſages that are paft, turae ouer 
_ Hiſtories, and they will abundantly reſtific the 
dainc. 

Shall wee ſay that the Spaniard is by former ex. 
perience better taugkr, and is now of another 
mind and condition * Who ſhall affure vs of this? 
It cannot ſo ſoone bee ſaid, bur may as ſoone bee 
denyed. And the Negatiue is more probable then 
the Affirmative, For this you muſt grant, that hee 
is (till bound in conſcience to the Pope of Rowen; 
and you know that he aſcribes to himſelfe this an- 
thority, that hee can and 'will free the conſcien- 
ces of men, from their obligation by Oath, thar 
hee can diſcharge SubicAQs from their Oath of. 
- Allegiance, made to their Prince and Syperiours; 
that hee hath power to flirre vp and inccafe Sub- 
ict; againſt their Kings and Magiflrates,to depoſe 
Kings, &c. 
When now the Pope ſhall ſee this to fir- 
ther and prooue beneficiali ro the Church of 
Rome, Will hee not farre rather haue the 
power to free the King of Spaize from 
his promiſe. made eyther by ſubſcription or 
Oath, to ſuch which he holds for Hercticks and re-

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Nay,will he not rather ordaine that for the good & 


benefit of the Church of Rome, the King of Spazne 


doe vnawares and ſuddenly intercepr, and fall a- 


vpon them. Shall we ſay, this can be preuented, by 
entertaining and keeping our Weapons, guarding 
our frontiers, and being vigilant that they doe nat 
{uddenly fall on vs, and ſo keepe him from his 
enterprize, and be out of danger « Whatthen will 
the Truce fignific 2 which we ſhall be faine to en- 


rertaine in licu ofa defenſive warre « and in the 


meane while barring dur {clues from all opportuni- 
ty of aduantaging our {clues againſt our encmie? 
Concerning the ſecond point, namely our ſtate 
and preſent occaſion : The Lords the States of theſe 
Countries doe profefle to maintaine the true refor- 
med Chriſtian Religion; Thus they declare ia their 
ordaining of their Faſts,they ſhew in their Demon- 
ſtrations to Kings, Princes, and States, they pub- 


lifh the ſame in their Proclamations and Ordinan- 


ces, and they doe well , ſo that one of the chicfeft 
Maximes of our Statc, is the managiog of the true 
Chriſtian Religion. Now let vs examine whether 
the Truce is intended to that end; tis certaine that 
the Spariard doth hate vs for nothing more,and for 
no other cauſe but this Religion; he allo vieth the 
ſame for a pretenſe to iuſtifie his warres againſt vs, 
and to declare and ſhew that we haue forfeited our 
Priviledges, | 
He-percciues now, that he cannot attaine vnto all 
this by open Warre, he therefore labours to bring 
it to paſle by the Truce, Andin very deed hee can 
vic no better meanes: For he knowes how many 
Sectaries here arc amongſt vs, all cnemies to the 
- ſame

ſame Religion, how many inhabitants in theſe coun» 
tries yet cleaue and adhere to Popery, how the 
Prieſts and Tefuites [warme here, ayming and en- 
deuouring to incenſe the hearts of the Subiects a- ' 
gainſt our State and Religion : nay more, euen to 
{ſeduce and envelop the very hearts of the Magi- 
ſtrates and Gouernours. Conſider againe,that two 
ſorts of people chiefly doe bend and oppoſe them- 
ſelyes againft our Srate and Religion ; the Papifts, 
and Remonſtranrs , the Papiſts pleading and hol- 
ding, that the Sate of theſe Countries is an vſurped 
State, and that the King of Spare is lawfull Heyre 
of theſe Countries. The Remonfſtrants, becauſe 
their defigne and purpoſe is diſmiſſed,and their Fa- 
ion repreſſed, euen out of a bitter hatred and ma. 
lice againſt the Religion and government of theſe 
Countrics, exprefling themſelues moſt vilely and 
violently, yea many times” vttering theſe and the 
like ſpeeches, T hat they doe ackrowledoe the King of 
Sraine #0 bz the natural Lord of theſe Countries, Now 
he krowes how the other SeQtaries doe yph9ld and 
animate theſe two ſorts of people, and that conſe- 
quently the true Religion hathas many internall as 
exteroall enemies. Andthat theſe yourhes are now 
compelled to be till, or at leaſt cannot fo well and 
couecnietly lift vp their heads in time of war as they 
would doe in time of truce, Experience hath ſufft- 
ciently taught ia the former Truce, how they did 
endeavour and ftriue to ſuppreſſe the Religion a- 
monegſt vs, what power and ſubtilty thereunto hatl: 
beene vſed, how thoſe faRtious people and encmies 
of true Religion, did all at once elevare and beſtirie 


themſclues, to worke out their malice and harred 
| againſt 
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2oainſt the Religion. And had not the Lord him- 
ſelfe wonderfully prouided for vs,in what wofull c- 
ſtare had we found our (clues ? Hence 1t comes to 
paſſe that thoſe that were vnited vnto vs inthe ſame 
Religion,were in the former Truce thus miſerably 
and carneſtly perſecured in Germany, and wofully 
ſubdued. This is an yndoubted truth, if our Religt- 
on be loſt, our Countries are loft : now, hovr neere 
it was come to this point with our Religion, in the 
former Truce, cannot but be'palpable, to him who 
is cither of ynderſtanding or iudgement. 

W ho doubts, but this proffer of Truce tends to 
the ſame ſcope ? Now that the.Sparierd hates the 
Religion,and therfore imployes all meanes, and di- 
recs all his ations to exrirpate the ſameziS without _ 
and beyond diſpute. That all SeRarics within theſe 
Countries hate Religion,and do but wait for an op- 
- pPortunity to expell the ſame,needs no proofe. The 
Spaniard he propounds a Truce, all the Papiſts a- 
monegſt vs,all Sectarics, Remonſtrants, Baſtad-Ly- 
therians, Anabaptiſts, people without any religion, 
and ſuch we call Libertines,commend it, call for it, 


_ © arereadyto embrace ir. Now| confider whether 


this Truce can poſſibly ſerue | for the managing, 
maintenance and defence of the fore-named true 
' Religion.- The Spaniard expeats and hopes that the 
Sectaries will lifr yp their heads,and rake an oppor- 
tunity to. ſuppreſle this Region, The SeRaries they 
long and deſire toobtaine ſuch an opportunity : e- 
ſpecially that knowne and noted FaRion, who doe 
travell,as it were, in labour, witha bitter hatred,till 
they can by ſuch an oportunity revenge themſelues, 
This :t is that cauſcth all faithfull Patriots, and crue 

| louers 
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lowers of the fore-named Religion, to bee fenfible of 
the danger,& to apprek&d of this Truce fo grieuoully. 

Now ſet it be ducly pondered in the feare of Gov, 
whether it may confiit with a {ate conſcience, to en- 
danger the Countrics, to be deceiued, and ſuddenly 
and ynexpeCtedly ro be lurprized uf our enemy; to 
eiueinrothe hands of our enemies, thoſe meancs 
which chey themſelues deeme and judge to {crue tor 
the reſtauration of their State, and weakning of ours, 
Toyecld an opportunity to our externall and inter- 
nall enewics, which they defircand long for, euen to 
the end they may ſuppreſſethe true Religion: To for- 
ſake and abandon thoſe thar are vnited with rs in the 
truc Religion,in G:rwany and elſe-where, and caſt off 
ſuch meanes-as God hath yeelded ynto vs for their re- 
ſticution : To gricue our Friends, ioy and animate 
our enemies,and all this at ſuch atime,when God doth 
palpably blefſevs,doth eſtabliſh our Srate, and con. 
found our enemics; and fo vngratcfully reict Gods 
mercies and bleſſings, and trample them vnder our 
feet. Theſe conſiderations ought werto take to heart, 
for no reaſons with any ground can preuaile againſt 
them,vnlefle we could atore-hand be affured,that the 
Truce is required, with loue to the welfare of theſe 
Coeuntries,and that rhe Spaniard will firmly keep his 
word : And that by Generall Councell, wich conſeat 
and approbation of the Pope, that Decree ſhail be re+ 
voked, That no faith is to be kept with Herectickes ; 
and vnlicfſe he doe refigne the power of diſpenſing 
with Oathes. Tha: alſo the SeQarics ſhall bee quiet 
and ſtill, without turbulency, or endeuouring to ſup- 
preſſe Religion z and that ali Gouernours, aſwell in 


ecncrall as particular, ſball vnagimouſly, with all di-

"maine in full force. | 
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-ligence and integrity, labour and Rrive to maintain®e 
and further the reformed Relivion, For as long as we 
; have noc this aſſurance, the former conſiderations re- 

If queſtion be made, whrar aſſurance we haue againſt 
this in time of warre, the anſwer is at hand. Experi- 
ence(we kaow)teacheth vs, thar thoſe Armes, which 
through Gods blcfſing we beare againſt our enemies, 
as ir is conteſt, in time of Truce we muſt ſtill beare for 
farther aſſurance.: and whereas by reaſon of war we 
are as it were yaited and ioyned together, ſo that we 
ſhall nor, like vnto looſe brooms, fall aſunder: whence 
will come to paſſe) that thoſe that are enemies ro Re- 
ligion, ſhall not have opportunity to put 1n praRtiſe 
their malicious enterprizes. 

The principall thing that can heere be obiected in 
caſe of conſcience, is, that war is a cruell beaft, and 
this beaſt will reſt ac leaſt-wiſe in time of Truce, Bur 
in this caſe confider, how much the more furious and 
cruell ſhe will be,afrer ſhe ſhall be. rouzed out of hes 
fleepe,and how this hath bin already experienced by 
thoſe grand Armies which the Ehemy did produce 
after the laſt Truce,as alſo his power at Sea, This is a 
lamentable thing, and a matter of conſcience, when 
ſomuch blood is ſpilt : But whar will ic be, when the 
Enemy,by reaſon of the Truce, ſhall, having recouc- 
red kis ftrength, deuoure vs and our children, accor- 
ding to his tyranous and bloody nature,and cruell diſ- 
p:ſirion 2 Shall we then thinke no humane blood bee 
{pilr? Aidto whatend I pray* rends the Truce, but 
to this defigne 2 Whea the intervall cnemies of the 
Countries, -yntotrue Religion, | ſhall oppoſe them= 
ilyes againſt the defenders and profellors of trac Re- 


ligiong 
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* ligion, and then theſe ſuppoſe rhemſelues to haue juſt 
cauſe todetend them, ſhall within our (clues fall roge- 
ther by the eares 2 Will northis be a wofull ſpeRacle 
for vs,and pleafiag vato them our encmies ? Oh how 
' peere was it.come to this puſh by the former Truce $ 
and had prevailed, if God had not wonderfully proui- 
ded. Was it not come to the very height of this ſpe- 
Qacle, | 
But who are thoſe that ſpeake in this wiſe? are they 
not Papifts, whoſe qualitics we cannot be vnacquain- 
ted with ? who, as long as the Armes in theſe Coun- 
tries rake good ſuccefle,they make a faire ſhew of be- 
ing on our fide; butas ſoone as cuer the caſe doth al- 
ter, they cannot conceale their villanous malice, Did 
it not lately appcare, when the enemy was in the Ye- 
lewe, and when A mersfort was loſt ? - 
Are they not Remonftrants, whoſe partiall mindes 
and intentions doe manifeſt themſclues in all their 
ſpeeches, writings,and ations? Are they not other 
SeRatries, who all alike are linked together, to {ub- 
vert the true Religion, the ſafety and glory of our. 
State? Notwithſtanding they make a faire thew of 
Peace, and ſparing of humane blood, *tis to ſpare the 
Enemy, and fauour them, and to ſypprefle the true 
Patriots of the Countreys. This 1s S4#/s mercie ro 
247 the King of the Amalechites, who in the mean 
while vſedall diligence to deftroy the vpright King 
Danid, CAchab the King or Iſrael fauoured Benhaded 
the King of Syria, when he beeing in the vemoſt ex- 
tremity,truſted rothis, that the Kings of 7ſrael were 
mercifull Kings, 
Soch mercy did the Kings of 1ſrae? ſhew vnto the 


Idolatrous Kings, eicmics vnto 7/rael, and notwith-

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ſt2nding they for their parts, cruelly perſecute | the 
Prophers of the Lord, becauſe they did not ſpeak? 
pleaſing to their palates. This 1s the quality of all 
Hypocrites, and enemies of true Religion ,; they cry

High and Mighty Lords : 


4 Hereas it hath pleaſed Anke God 
V \ / togiue ſo good a ({ycceſle vato the wars 
of the high & mighty Lords the Starcs 

of the Vnited Prouinces, alwell by Sea as by Land, 
{o that the Enemy finding himſclfe in great extremi- 
tie, is conſtrained to ſceke after a Trace and ceaſing 
of Armes, thereby to breathe himſclfe : His Maic- 
ſie of Bohemia, who allo is partaker of this happines, 
and herein deth congratulate your Excellencies, can. 
not but (through and for the inſeparable loue, which 
from old time hath bin between His Maictics Houſe, 
and is yct maintained in this State, as alſo in reſpeRt 
of the common intereſt) earneſtly intreate and re- 
queſt your Excellencies,that in cale they ſhould finde 
and deeme it necetfary, profitable, and for the beft 

of their Provinces, to affent ynto a Treaty of Truce : 
Thar they would be pleaſed not todraw a concluſion, 
enlclſe the reſtitution of his MaicRie bee thercin cx- 


preſicly ſet downe, agreed, and comprebended. 
Conſidering | 
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; Conſidering, firft,that theſe vnited Provinces can« 
not promiſe to themſclues, much lefle expect any fc- 
curity, reſt, or peace, as lohg as Germaery,and eſpecial- 
ly the Palatinate, doe remaire vnder the ſupprefiion 
of the Houſe of Au#ris,and Spaine : Conſidering that 
by how much more the forementioned Houſe of As- 
ria ſhall hence-forward chance to cleuate and cſta- 
bliſh her fortune and dignity, in the ruine,#loſle, and 
deſtruRion of the moſt Illuftrious Houſes and kindred 
of Germany , and aboucall, of the Prince EledFor Pals- 
tine; by ſo much the more, meanes and opportunirtie 
will be yeelded ynto them, for the ioyning of the for- 
ccs together of the whole body of the Empire, and 
for the bending of all their power againſt the State of 
theſe Countries, in all accidentall occaſions wharſe- 
ever, bcing proffered and preſented vato rhem, with- 
$ out taking notice of any treaty or agreement. Wher- 
as ſecondly,to the contrary,the ftorementioned houſe 
of 4n/tria and Spaixe, with their adhcrents, (who hi- 
therto, by their vaiuſt and ouerchargeable procee- 
dings, have ftirred againſt them the diſpleaſure and ill 
will of all the Evangelicall Princes of the Empitrc)be- 
gin now to feare ſome cuill cucnt,and fearfull alterati- 
on,diſturbance,and ſebucrfion in their affaires.,which 
feare is much accrewed, through the evident and ma- 
nifeſt Vicorics of the high and mighty Lords the 
States generall oftheſe Vnited Provinces. 

Thirdly, this being very cuident and apparant,that 
the malice and hatred that the Houſe of _1»//ria and * 
Spaine doe beare to the Houſe of the Prince EleQor 
Palarttne, principally doth heace proceed, Becauſe the 
. fame Houſe hath ever beene well addicted and affei- 
oned, and hath cuer as much as in her lay, furthered 
and

and favoured the welfare,profit & increaſe of whatſo- 
cuer did concerne the Srare of theſe Low-Countriecs., 
Por which cauſes, the Emperour formerly hath ſhew- 
ed anddeclared vntothe King of Spaine, in his Let. 
ters, dated the 14 0f 0d. 1621, (which Letters are 
now 1 the hands ot his Maicſty of Bohemia, and are 
trucly the very originall Letters) thar this State of the 
Vaitced Provinces can never be brought vnder the 0- 
bedience and power of Spaixe, as long as the Houſe of 
the EleQor Palatine is not wholly extirpated, and cut 
off from the Empire. 

Fourthly, May it pleaſe your Excellencies, the 
high and mighty Srates generall, tobe mindful, that 
_ Articles of the forbearance, which they contra- 
ed withthe King of Great Britaine, the 7 of Septemb. 
1625. doe comprehend the Palatinate, ke whatſo- 
euer concernes the ſame,confirmed wich very power- 
full and exprefle words and termes againſt the Houſe 
of Spaine and her adherents. His Maieftie confident- 
ly repoſing, that your Excellencies would carefully 
be mindfull-of all this, and rake into a 


the faithfull Seruices, "which his Maicfties Predecel- 


ſors, as namely his Father and Grandfathers, haue 


done vato this State. 
Fifcly., this allo is to be held for a certaine, thar if 


the Palatinate be wholly excluded in this Treaty of a 
Truce, which is now propounded and proffered vnto 


your Excellencies, this would inforce an irreparable 


loſle and hinderance to the reftitution of his Maieſty, 
and conſequently ro all the affaires of whole Germa- 
»j, which have thcir relacion and rcfl:x2 vnto the v- 
niced Provinces. Bur aboue all & in concluſion, here- 
in is not oaly handled the paiticular of his MaieRy,

but alſo the repairing, as alſo the liberty and main- 
tonance of the reformed Churches, which at this 
day fo heavily groancvnder the burden and yoake 
of ,i2:tichrift ; and the which doe inceſlantly and 
fetuenty introat the Lord ior the weitare and pro- 
ſperity of theſe vnited Provinces. | Infonwch, that 
whatlocuer your Excclicncics ſhall doc in this par- 
ticular, will ſerus much tor the magnity:ng of Gods 
glory, and (which 1s the onely Icope or marke to 
which ail our ations ought to bee directed) to the 
refreſhing and caſing of many oppreſſed and di- 
ſtreſſed hearts , and hereby allure Gods blefling vp- 
on your Countries, and gaine immortall praiſe ta 
your Excellencies, and more and more increaſe the 
obliegement of His Maieſtie and his Succeffors to 
your Excellencies?
